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American Suburban Wife 


The term Women’s Liberation is heaped with sensationalism — 
the treatment by mass media characterized by the likes of David 
Suskind, (his stunning intellectual penetration) and men’s 
astonished disbelief, What do you want? And women themselves, 
who are put off because of the dykish association the mass media 
projects as a portrait of Women’s Rights movement. Perhaps the 
underlying reason for their negative reaction is the threat that a 
greater freedom implies. : 

The American suburban wife stereotype is a reality. Her 
situation is one of paradox. She enjoys opportunity equal with 
men for education and to some extent training in the professions, 
but she does not utilize this education and training. Instead she 
marries and goes into a house and dedicates herself to a small 
group, her own family. What is wrong with that? I am not against 
marriage, home, and children. Nor do I minimize the important 
tole of woman as wife and mother. But is that enough? To 
educate her for mobility and freedom and then deny her that 
same mobility and freedom can lead only to frustration, and a 
frustrated woman is not a good wife and mother, however much 
she may love her husband and children. 

The frustration in the American woman is an-observable fact. 
She often denies her frustration, insisting that she wants to be 
married, that it is woman’s highest calling, her natural place. In 
spite of such protestations, it is obvious that she is discontented in 
at least part of her being and most of the time. Her life is hectic 


_ between kitchen and school, her time schedule is not eet eS 
that of her husband and children: To serve is beautiful, but Pe aoe | 


it is done with joy and a whole heart and a free mind. The 
American mother serves her family as a duty, brightened by love 
and by intervals of joy, but the atmosphere she creates in doing 
so is not one of continued content. 

As members of the “‘younger” generation, we cast a jaundiced 
eye on the whole marital question. In a strikingly beautiful 
popular song Carly Simon (who incidentally is from Ithaca) 
laments the determined social pressure for marriage contrasted 
with the reality of her parents middle class marriage in ‘‘That’s 
The Way I’ve Always Heard It should Be — You Want to Marry 
Me.” The song is from the neurotic romantic school but it clearly 
amplifies the trap that women face. Everything in our society 
subverts us to believe that marriage is the only definition of a 
woman. Sex-is our most important product. But is it our only 
product. 

In answer to the question, Women: Where are you going now? 

She can honestly say, to bed. The sexual revolution is here. The 
idea that women can and do enjoy sex as much as men do, and 
that*man’s discovery that he himself enjoys sex more when she 
does, has.strengthened the relationship between men and women. 
But, can we afford to be considered only as sexual beings — 
objects? Those Madison Avenue types work day and night 
perpetuating the idea that you are what you look like. So, we 
contort and paint, (we spend more on eye make up than cancer 
research) and are made to think that cosmetics and clothes make 
the woman. They treat us to spectacles of skin competitions, 
conveniently brought to you by cosmetics mogals like Toni, 
Clairol, and Revlon. But what does Miss America, Raquel Welch, 
Jackie Onassis (the world’s greatest consumer) and icons of their 
ilk represent? The whole appeal is an external, extremely vacuous 
one. How easy it is for us to become neurotically involved with 
our own comliness to a point where our ego is nourished totally 
from narcissism. As Gloria Steinium was heard to say, “any 
woman who spends more than fifteen minutes putting on makeup 
is screwing herself.” I do not advocate looking like a dish rag — 
but this serves as an example of how we are manipulated by mass 
advertising into buying our image. 
. , Where does a woman’s ego come from anyway? Or should I say 
how can she cope with life until she has a male for an ego 
substitute. It is interesting to note that divorcees, widows, and 
newly unattached women suffer from acute identity crises. They 
are apart from their own personalities because the male has 
always defined and interpreted the world for them. Therefore, we 
realize our ego is ground in being sex objects and intellectual 
troupe followers of men. 

Women imagine that they have no way of controlling the 
sexuality of their men, that is what produces feminine insecurity. 
A woman is so aware of being appreciated by her husband as a 
thing, and a stereotyped thing at that, that she herself can see no 
reason why he should not covet the bosom exposed to him by 
another, especially if she is miserably afraid that in terms of the 
stereotype, the exposed bosom shapes up better than hers. This is 
only one of the behavior products of women as objects. Other 
variations include the All American Bitch who comes in several 
varieties. The All American Bitch — Sex Siren, who plays upon 
her sexuality, (men always imagine she is coveted by many others 
and therefore represents a bigger status symbol. Ironically, she is

usually frigid, but that doesn’t deter her from her favorite activity 
— ball busting. There is also the domestic variety of the All 
American Bitch. She is mostly interested in the operation of her 
home (the physical plant) as a machine with a Swiss watch 


movement. Brimstone and damnation await anyone who 
interferes with her master plan. Extreme cleanliness is her 
platform with the incompetent husband and children as a Greek 
course without lines. These are some of the stereotypes we fall 
into, because of the frustration produced by the realization of 
our situation. 

Our economic situation is another bad scene. We are in an 
economic limbo. Women’s economic repression is so obvious that 
it becomes farcical. Some women even admit that they do not 
“enjoy” being paid less for equal work. (Of course the work is 
always typically woman’s) In this area we are most willing to be 
honest about our feelings and perhaps some kind of headway is 
possible. (Someday maybe!) ; 

In the political arena, we are represented by a handful of 
widows and others who are usually regarded by their political 
male peers as tokens. Many people believe that women do not 
possess the qualities to make astute political decisions. (In fifty 
years of study no one has ever been able to prove that sexual 
identity interferes with or has any bearing upon the intellectual 
process of the mind.) If Richard Nixon can run this country, a 
woman certainly can, but that is not saying a lot for us. What that 
statement represents is a value judgement of Nixon and really 
means do not look for a woman in ’72 or probably ever. Women 
would be most against the possibility of political leadership by 
woman. ; } 

So that brings us back to our own image-problem and the need 
for both sexes to re-evaluate the roles played in society. Our goal 
should be to become people. Our work should be to humanize 
the technocracy for us, our men, and the survival of the world. 
Men will welcome our help.

-Environment Deteriorates 


Washington, D.C. — America’s 
environment continued to 
deteriorate during 1971 
according to the National 
Wildlife Federation’s ~ third 
annual Environmental Quality 
Index to be published in the 
October-November issue of 
National Wildlife Magazine. 


Air pollution remains the 
nation’s most serious 
environmental problem. 
National standards required by 
Congress give some hope things 
may begin to improve as 1975 
approaches, but the trend in air 
quality continues down. As in 
the past, automobiles, electrical 
generating plants and 
coal-burning industries are the 
main culprits. 


The nation’s water is still 
incredibly foul but the bottom 
may have been reached. The 
1971 EQ Index shows no decline 
from 1970 levels. More and 
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better sewage treatment plants 
and industrial clean-ups are given 


credit for holding the line 
against further water 
degradation. Industry remains 


the largest water polluter with 
65 per cent. Municipal sewage 
accounts for 20 per cent and 
agriculture 15 per cent. 

America continues to exploit 
mineral resources without 
sufficient regard for the future 
so the Mineral EQ Index is down 
from 1970. Users are outrunning 
explorers and known reserves of 
many vital metals will not 
outlast the 20th century. 
Recycling, though beginning to 
spread, saves only a _ small 
fraction of the nation’s minerals. 

Man’s growing population and 
its pollution has put additional 
stress on wildlife and the 
Wildlife Index continued its 
downward trend in 1971. Loss 
of habitat is the major danger 
for wildlife with chemical 
pollution of air, water and land a 
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close second. Some 101 species 
are listed on the endangered 
species list. £ 

Population concentration near 
the two coasts in tense, polluted 
cities has pushed the EQ Living 
Space Index down during 1971 
and trend appears to be headed 
further down. Until a sound 
national land use policy and 
public transportation systems 
become reality the EQ says 
living space problems are going 
to get worse. 

Due to an 87 per cent harvest 
of allowable cut in the National 
Forests last year, the Timber EQ 
Index is up slightly over 1970. 
But the upward trend is shaky in 
the face of pressures for 
increased cutting and losses from 
burning and disease. 

Soil quality, highest on the 
EQ Index, has slipped from 
197-0 *S<Biu T idlomaniee 
over-fertilization and _ erosion 
continue to destroy America’s 
valuable soil resources.

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Draft Extension Passed, With A Few Strings 


WASHINGTON (WCNS) — With the passage 
by the Senate last month of the draft extension 
bill, the Selective Service System is once again 
authorized to induct men into the armed forces 
— but with a few strings. 

First, the draft will last only until July 1, 
1973. President Nixon hopes to have replaced 
draft calls with sufficient numbers of volunteers 
by then, and the induction machinery will be 


put on ice in case of national emergency. After 
that date, therefore, 18-year-olds will still have 
to register with the Selective Service. 

Second, male college students no longer 
receive automatic deferments while in school. 
Congress, bowing to pressure from college 
students and others for a more equitable draft, 
agreed to authorize the President to end the 
undergraduate deferments, a step he has already 
promised to take. 

Starting this past summer new students (not 
enrolled in the 1970-71 academic year) will not 
be deferred, although if they have started 
classes they may postpone induction until the 
present term ends. All other students are 
eligible for induction after four years in college 
or when they reach 24 years of age, whichever 
comes first. 

Third, lottery numbers will apply to all men 
with the same birthdate, regardless of the 
location of their draft boards. Requested by the 
President, this new rule will end charges that 
certain draft boards were ‘“‘safer’’ than others. 
Thus all men with the same lottery number will 
be inductable at the same time. 4 

Another provision provides incentives for 
more men to volunteer. Originally requested by 
the President last year, the $2.4 billion pay hike 
($1.8 billion for first term enlisted men and 
junior officers) will go into effect October 1, 
unless the Cost of Living Council, which 
oversees the current wage-price freeze, rules 
otherwise. ; 

For a recruit or seaman recruit, class E-l, 
average annual pay will be $4,872, as compared 


with $3,165 at present (65 percent increase). 
At the top of the scale, a colonel or Navy 


captain, class 0-6, will get $26,389 as against 
$24,850 now (6 percent increase). 

Conscientious objectors will be given 
two-year assignments to civilian service. The 
Senate-House Conference Committee 
emphasized that this work will “parallel in his 
experiences, to a reasonable extent, the 
experiences of the young man who is inducted 
in his stead.” 

The Mansfield Amendment to require total 
US troop withdrawal from Vietnam was 
approved in modified form as a “sense of 
Congress” title in the act. Mansfield’s 
nine-month timetable is now stated as “the 
earliest practicable date” for cessation of “all 
military operations of the United States in 
Indochina,” and ‘“‘a date certain ... for the 
prompt and orderly withdrawal of all United 
States military forces ... subject to the release 
of all American prisoners of war held by the 
Government of North Vietnam and forces allied 
with such Government, and an accounting for 
all Americans missing in action who have been 
held by or known to such Government or such 
forces.” a 

The title also urges the President to 
negotiate with North Vietnam ‘‘a ceasefire by 
all parties,” the withdrawal date contingent on. 
POW releases and the accounting of MIA’s, and 
withdrawal of US troops from all of Indochina. 

The Senate passed the compromise bill by a 
vote of 55-30 on Sept. 21. The House vote on 
Aug. 4 was 297-108. ; ~

QUESTION: Is it true that if a man has intercourse every day the 
sperm will not be fully developed and thereby pregnancy will be 
prevented. If so, how long does it take for new sperm to develop? 
My wife would like to get pregnant; does this mean there should 
be a day or two of rest before intercourse? 

Also, I have heard that more frequent intercourse will tend to 

favor producing a baby girl rather than a boy. Is there any 
evidence to support this? 
ANSWER: Very frequent sexual intercourse can result in a 
decreased sperm count and may make pregnancy difficult in a 
case where a man has a low sperm count to begin with. No 
physical harm results from such a situation. As a means of 
contraception, it is totally unreliable and is more complicated 
than the usual recommended techniques. A four to five day rest 
period before attempting conception probably would enhance the 
possibility of success. 

There is some evidence that the sperm cells carrying the male 
producing chromosome have a shorter life span and survive 
poorly in certain types of situations. The female 
chromosome-bearing sperm cells are hardier but there are also 
circumstances that do not favor their survival. By utilizing 
circumstances where survival of one or the other of the sperm 


cells is enhanced, attempts have been made to determine the sex . 
of the baby. A book which discusses this topic at length is “Your 


Baby’s Sex, Now You Can Choose” by Rorvik and Shettles, 
published in 1970 by Dodd, Mead and Co., Inc. There is some 
question as to whether the claims of the authors can be verified 
by other investigators, but they don’t seem to be recommending 
anything that is harmful.

QUESTION: I have heard that men go through a hormonal cycle 
every 55 days comparable to the female’s cycle, causing 
grouchiness and irritability. Is this true or is this merely a 
“husband’s tale?” 

ANSWER: Man and other animals show rhythmic behavior in a 
number of areas of function, including the emotional. On a 


the doctor’s bag 
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hormonal level, there are a variety of 24 hour cycles (circadian, 
from the Latin meaning ‘“‘about a day’) which correlate with 
sleeping and waking states. Sleep itself has a rhythmic pattern and 
one fluctuates from deep states to shallow states of sleep all 
night. 

rhe menstrual cycle in the woman is perhaps the best known 
biological rhythm, with ovulation and menses being related to 
hormonal levels. There are other longer duration cycles in both 
men and women which show themselves through subtle changes 
in mood and physical activity. They tend to be between four and 
a half and nine weeks in length and the person might be unaware 
of their existence. Grouchiness and irritability can be one sign. 
Other signs can include changes in the need for sleep and 
changing appetite. There probably are seasonal rhythms as well, 
but the longer the rhythm, the more difficult it is to observe. In 
extreme forms, there are emotional illnesses which occur 
periodically and, for some people, with remarkable regularity. 
Manic-depressive illness is the best known. 

Knowing one’s own cycle could conceivably have tremendous 
implications. For instance one could schedule courses around 
daily variation in mood and examinations around seasonal 
variations. Men and women could have code numbers assigned 
based on their biological cycles making it possible to find 
someone with matching undulations by comparing numbers.

ANSWER: Yes. Responses to sexual excitement resulting in 
anatomic changes in both the man and woman (regardless of 
body part affected) is due to increased blood flow with 
engorgement and/or increased muscle tone. These effects are 
involuntary. 


Conditions Behind Attica Told

(CPS) — Attica, New York is a prison town. 

40 years ago, when the maximum security jail was about to be 
built, Attica citizens fought with a neighboring town to have it 
located amongst them. Today, in a rural village of 2,800, the 
prison is Attica’s only industry. Virtually every adult in Attica 
either works in the prison or is friends or is related to someone 
who does. * i, 

For many, work at Attica is more than a livelihood; it is a 
family trade. Sons follow fathers in assuming the position of 
prison guard. Those who are rejected frequently leave town. 

It is reported that when construction of the prison was nearly 
completed, the inmates were brought to town to stay ina camp, 
and were “accepted as fellow citizens.” But that was long before 
the dynamics of American society began producing nearly all 
non-white jails. Attica prison is now 85% black and Puerto Rican, 
and the little boys who visit the place where Daddy works, grow 
up learning the fast distinctions between the men behind the 
walls and those outside. In town, the words “nigger” and 
“inmate”? are synonomous. As one woman, the mother of a 
hostage, described the situation in the prison last week: “Kill the 
black bastards and be done with it.” 

The Mayor of Attica, who is also a prison guard instituted a 
curfew during the prison uprising, aimed at barring ‘“‘outsiders and 
civil rights workers.” It was enforced by townspeople stationed at 
intersections with guns. a 

Life inside the prison reflects the gap between the jailer and 
the jailed. The allotment for inmate board is 72 cents per day for 
each individual and meals are prepared not for quality or 
nutritional content, but on the basis of what 72 cents will buy. 
The inmates are permitted one bath or shower per week, and 
every five weeks they are provided one roll of toilet paper a piece. 
Though more than 10% of the prisoners are Spanish speaking, 
there are no Spanish interpreters within Attica’s walls. Puerto 
Rican inmates unable to convey their symptoms to the prison’s 
Anglo medical personnel generally come away with aspirin. There 
is no drug rehabilitation program, and prisoners requesting such 
treatment in the past have all been turned down. Attica does have 
a dental clinic and three mornings a week a local dentist treats 
some 15-25 inmates a day. There are 2,200 prisoners currently at 
Attica. 

The dehumanization process also works in more overt ways at 
Attica. The prison warden lives in a large estate with acres of 
rolling hills just outside Attica’s gates. There, inmates care for the 
lawn, do housework and serve the warden meals. They are 
returned to the prison at night. ‘ 


Inmates are frequently stripped and searched, often in public. 
Disturbances at Attica have been put down not only by the use of 
tear gas, but by watering down the cell walls beforehand so that 
the gas clings to the surface and becomes an acid. 

Samuel Melville, a white revolutionary inmate convicted of 
several bombings and the only prisoner killed by the State Police 
and Guardsmen about whom details are available, first served 
time in New York City’s Federal Detention Center. It was there 
that he had a chance to speak to New York Congressman, Edward 
Koch, about conditions. He told Koch that there were six men in 
his 6x7 foot cell, they were allowed one shower a week and no 
exercise. When Koch asked the warden why, he was told: 
“Melville is here because he is charged with bombing.” F 

At Attica, the “correctional” atmosphere was little different. 
According to his lawyer Melville had spent 14 days in solitary 
confinement for refusing to fold his hands across his chest. 
another 7 days for calling a guard a “pig” when the guard cursed 
him and called him a Communist, and 14 days again after taking 
an extra slice of bread at a meal. 

One of the demands drawn up by the prisoners when they 
seized control of the jail September 9 was for the removal of 
Attica’s Warden, Vincent R. Mancusi. In 1967, it was the opinion 
of Bertram Podell, Chairman of the Joint Legislative Committee 
on Penal Institutions that Warden Mancusi “had little interest in 
making changes in the existing system.” It was implied that if any 
reform were to take place in Attica, Mancusi would have to go. 

Prisoners are nobody’s constituents. They cannot vote, they 
are not a consenting part of society. For whatever is given them, 
they are solely dependent on the humanity of those in power to 
give, those who also put them in prison. The United States Code 
contains detailed regulations on the allocation of federal funds to 
State and local prisons, but not a word on standards of treatment 
to be required. Prisoners have no rights, and for blacks, Chicanos, 
Poor and political whites, the lock-up is as good as throwing away 
the key. Under these conditions and with no recourse for change, 
Podell acknowledges that ‘even the most placid of individuals 
become the most desperate of men.” : 

In July of this year, the prisoners of Attica presented a 
“manifesto” to State Corrections Department Commissioner 
Russell G. Oswald calling for better medical treatment, clean 
food, shower privileges and use of the library. There was no 
answer or action on the request. 

On September 9, in the morning, the inmates of Attica’s 
cellblock D began taking prison guards “hostage.” Within the 
hour, they were in control. Oswald spoke to the prisoners on 
Thursday and then allowed a Citizens Committee composed of

individuals requested by the inmates themselves to enter Attica 
on Friday. 

The committee, which included journalists, Congressmen and 
state representatives along with members of the Solidarity Prison 
Committee and the Young Lords, attorney William Kunstler and 
Black Panther Party Chairman Bobby Seale, entered the prison 
yard and — in a mass meeting and vote by the 1500 gathered 
inmates — arrived at a list of demands. 

The rough list which inmate leaders had presented to the 
negotiators prior to the meeting was divided into a first page of 
five — which included the requests for total amnesty and 
transportation to a non-imperialistic country — and nearly 30 
others labeled ‘‘Practical Proposals.”’ 

The fact that the demands were divided was scarcely noted in 
newspaper accounts of the rebellion and not at all by State 
officials in their rationale for retaking the prison by force on 
Monday morning. Even the demand for amnesty had been broken 
down into several parts and was being worked on further when 
Oswald broke off the negotiations Sunday night. 

‘The rebellion at Attica was not an attempt at a prison break. 
The one demand dealing with transportation out of the country 
received even less votes than the number of men at Attica serving 
life terms. What the prisoners wanted was humane conditions and 
a guarantee that the laws regarding treatment currently on the 
books (and in the Bill of Rights) be enforced; the necessary 
changes made. 

Oswald agreed to 28 of the inmates’ demands including such 


. basic human rights as adequate food, water and _ shelter; 


application of the State’s Minimum Wage law to prison work; 
permission of religious freedom, and the right of inmates to 
communicate at their own expense with anyone they please, 
creation of a Spanish library, and provision of adequate medical, 
drug rehabilitation, education and legal services within the prison. 
He also approved the creation of a grievance committee and a 
prison Ombudsman and agreed to recruit more non-white guards. 
Oswald had not even considered these requests when they were 
made through channels in July, or recommended over the years in 
commission reports. For that, the inmates at Attica were forced 
to revolt and, since they had learned from the past, to request 
amnesty. 

The Citizen’s Committee, which had voted at the outset to 
consider itself a ‘‘neutral” body, soon realized the legitimacy of 
the inmates’ demands and the terrifying deadline against which 
they were working. It was understood that the State would not 
wait for long. They would be allowed to continue only as long as 
Oswald and the other New York officials thought there was a 
possibility of a swift and clean surrender.” 

Early Sunday Bobby Seale was told he would not be allowed 
to re-enter the yard unless he agreed to urge the inmates to accept 
Commissioner Oswald’s terms. Seale would not, and left the 
prison. Later that afternoon, a portion of the Committee entered 
the prison again with a film crew and several journalists to 
conduct interviews with the hostages, proving their safety. The 
hostages stated that the inmates were giving them better care than 
they themselves had and several guards pleaded for Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller, to come to Attica, adding their own new 
disclosures to the prisoners’ claims of inhuman conditions. The 
Committee itself had unanimously voted to request Rockefeller’s 
presence the night before. When the afternoon interviews were 
over, it was learned that Rockefeller had definitely decided 
against coming, saying, “it would serve no useful purpose.’ The 
Committee met with Oswald to ask for another day. 

The Commissioner refused. He told them: “A powerful 
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Committee like this should have been able to swing that group 
around by now.” Unable to tolerate inmate control of the facility 
any longer, Oswald had made his final concession which was for 
the prisoners to give up their hold on Attica and submit to 
negotiations on “neutral ground.” The inmates would not and 
issued a statement saying the next move was up to Oswald and 
anything which resulted would be the product of the 
Commissioner’s decision. 

And the Commissioner was ready to move. He told the 
Committee in what was to be their last meeting that unless they 
could obtain a settlement before then, they would be ordered to 
leave the prison at 7 a.m. the next morning, Monday. 


But all sides knew that there could be no settlement that night. 
The negotiations were over. When, at 7 a.m. the following day, 
the Committee was told to leave, its members refused and were 
locked in the Stewards Room of the prison with a guard at the 
door. They were not provided with gas masks and, based on the 
remarks of some of the guards and State Police, several feared 
that they would be killed as well. 

In minutes it was over. Close to 40 were dead. As the first 
gunfire was heard outside the, prison walls, a State Policeman 
shouted: “This is White power!” 

And indeed, though Oswald responded “‘Absolutely not” when 
asked just after the assault if the police and National Guardsmen 
could have opened fire first or possibly killed any of the hostages 
themselves, it became evident that both of those allegations were 
correct. 

The final instructions given before the assault were: “Surrender 
the hostages. Surrender peacefully. Lie down on the ground and 
put your hands over your head or allow the hostages to leave the 
yard. The inmates were told to drop to the ground and the first 
shot was fired when the police said hostages began “dropping,” 
allegedly with their throats slit. Both the inmates and the 
hostages were indistinguishable from each other, all dressed in 
prison clothes. 


Though ten hostages were slain by police fire, not one was 
killed by an inmate in the assault, In fact, numerous guards told 
of being spared by inmates who said they “did not have the 
heart”’ to murder them. 

But the assault was not undertaken to save human lives. The 
hostages themselves had begged for no forceful action on the part 
of the authorities. The Citizens Committee pleaded for another 
day of negotiations to prevent a massive loss of life. 

The prison had to be retaken, in Rockefeller’s words, as “there 
could be no further concessions to the prisoners and still preserve 
the concept of law in a free society.”” The Governor’s first 
reaction upon hearing that some hostages were alive and leaving 
the prison indicates the lengths to which he was willing to go to 
recapture order. Incredulous that any were alive at all, 
Rockefeller said: “My God?” “There was definite relief on his 
face that even one hostage came out,” his press secretary w 
later to say. : 2 ae 

Clarification of the facts involved in the Attica uprising 
continue to be made public. But inside the prison, the gates have 
closed again and whether the lives of so many people will make 


any difference in the way this country’s prisons treat its inmates 


is doubtful indeed. Immediately after the assault, Rockefeller put 
through a call to President Nixon and received his complete 
support. Nixon was especially pleased with the Governor’s refusal 
to give in on amnesty or to further prolong the negotiations. 
There wasn’t any other way, he said, for the State to preserve 
order. <P

PF: Yes, but there are literally thousands of words that we use 
every day that are used in both the sense of the modern meaning 
and of the more ancient meaning. And after reading the article, 
I’m certainly convinced that the reference I referred to was the 
reference that the author had in mind. 

JJ: Don’t you think that language we’re referring to helps give the 
reader a picture of what the characters are like? 

PF: Well, I think characters in this article should be enclosed in 
quotation marks because this is certainly what they are and the 
cartoon that goes along with it, I think will bear this out. And as 
far as any meaning or moral to the thing, I see no moral or 
anything which would cause it to be acceptable to the paper 
except to complain about a very, very fine expensive parking 
facility which certainly surpasses any that I’ve seen and I’ve been 
on practically every 2-year campus and a great many of the 
universities in the State of New York. Now, last night I was 
talking with a friend of mine from Harpur and he says it takes 10 
minutes to get from the parking lot to the building for the 
students down there and as you told me last night, you could 
walk it in four minutes. Then, I’d say your parking facility is 2% 
times as good as it is in Harpur and I don’t think that you ought 
to complain about the faculty having parking area next to the 
buildiyg that they have to service when they have to come in at 
different hours due to other commitments and need a place to 
park. 

JJ: “Have you talked with other faculty members on this issue? 
PF: No. This is a point that I want made very clear. My 
occasion for coming to you last night was only a few hours after 
the paper hit the campus. I picked it up just before leaving the 
office and it was a completely personal matter. I represent 
nobody, no faction, no group, no faculty, — nobody except 
myself. Just one. I am one, only one, but I am one. So I came 
immediately. I saw on the way home the notice of your meeting 
in the Titchener building so I thought perhaps while the group 
was all together would be a fine time to make myself heard and 
also to express my feelings about this type of reporting. 

JJ: So really you don’t know what the consensus was among 
various instructors. 

PF: No, as I said this is very personal and actually I couldn’t 
care less what the consensus is of people across campus. As I said 
this is a very personal thing with me. For example, let me cite this 
here in the article. In the article, the beginning of the second 
sentence, “‘Crissake, Fanny,’ I yelled, “I can’t drive this 3000 
pounds of inherent so and so!” Then we go on a little bit further. 
We use ‘Goddam F.B.I.’ twice in one sentence as well as ‘Goddam 
shoulder’. Now I feel this: that if a friend of mine is slandered 
and I don’t speak up about it then I’m not truly a friend of theirs. 
And let me go on record as saying here: That I consider God as 
my creator, Christ as my savior, and believe me I don’t like those 
names bandied about by irresponsible reporting such as appears 
here in the Fulcrum. 

JJ: Yesterday, you said that you would go on record as saying 
that the Berford Broome story “‘stinks to high heaven.”’ You 
obviously still stick to that statement? 

PF: I obviously do and with a great big emphatic Yes. I think 
it’s a classic example of very poor reporting. 

JJ: At this point I would like to try to justify the reasons 
behind the paper. Id like to give you the paper’s story. 

PF: [Im familiar with the paper and I knew the paper since it 
started and was known as “Tech Talk” and as I said at the 
beginning, I’m not here to go on record though I disapprove of 
this kind of reporting and if it’s a matter of debate, well then, I'll 
have to conclude the interview. 

JJ: Do you have any questions for me? 

PF: Well, not you personally because JJ, I don’t know you. But 
I for the group in particular, I do. And my question is: ‘““Why 
don’t you grow up? 


‘JJ: We feel that this is a student newspaper... 
PF: Indeed it is. 
I5? . written for the students on this campus. And if we’re 


writing stuff that interests the students then we feel that this 
article would be a good article. I’ve asked several students and not 
one of them disliked this article. They said it was the best thing in 
the paper. Now, if the readers like this, then we see no reason 
why we should stop printing this story. There’s no censorship in 
this paper and if you don’t like it you don’t have to read it. And 
since it is a student paper, the staff won’t regard a teacher’s 
opinion as high as the student’s opinions. 

PF: Well, certainly I don’t expect as a single individual on this 
campus to reform the reporting of this newspaper. Now to go 
back to my original premise. I think that you have a 
responsibility to the college to put out a publication that’s an 
asset to the college and to yourselves. Heaven sakes, you show 
this to any professional person and I’m confident that they’d 
think that it was written by some juvenile that was just starting 
his first course in journalism and didn’t even know how to dip his 
pen. What young people and you people in particular should learn 
that with these privileges that you mention also comes 
responsibility. And your responsibility is to do the right thing. 
And not just because somebody thinks it’s going to be a popular 
paper by printing words that are not used in good society among 
mixed company. I don’t think you’re fulfilling your best mission 
in the publication of the paper.

JJ: Well, we have a responsibility to the readers. We have the 
responsibility of writing what the readers like to read. And so far, 
no hearing any unfavorable comments, this has fulfilled its 
purpose. The readers like it. 

PF: All right. What you say is absolutely true and everybody 
can read what they want to and they have every right to do it, 
and you have not received any unfavorable reply. All right. On 
the other side of the coin is this. That by the same token, by the 
same privilege that you grant these people, I have the same 
privilege. I can raise my voice in protest to this sort of thing as an 
individual, not as a member of the faculty because I don’t 
represent anybody except myself. And I think that if this sort of 
thing can be printed then it’s only just and right that if I don’t 
agree with it then I can say so. And this I have done, I came over 
eyeball to eyeball with the staff. I did not go around complaining 
and belittling anybody except right straight to their face and this 
is exactly the way that I think it should be done. Now, whether 
or not you heed any of this and I doubt very much that you will, 
that’s another thing. But I’d like to say at the conclusion of this 
interview that I think you could serve the college better and doa 
great deal more for the student body by writing something 
worthwhile instead of putting on this sort of reporting. I don’t 
think it does a thing for you, I don’t think it does a thing for the 
college. It makes us look in bad shape in the community, in fact, 
other copies have appeared before and J have other people say to 
me ‘What in heaven’s name?’

Of course, research and change are-sometimes 
decades apart, but a start is a start. 

It is well known toa most L-A. students at _

required to receive a Bachelor of Arts or 
Bachelor of Science degree in the State of New 
York University system. However, this is not 
always the case with private institutions or out 
of state university systems.

We might also consider the student who 


schools in the system that requires only one 

year of Phys.
